For these reasons the Americans 
should, In thelr’ own Interest, look 
upon the question of help for Britain 
with the purposo not of — making 
British (rade conform to American 
ideas, but of restoring Britain with 
all possible speed and ease to her 
natural role tn international 
economy. 


It was surely stupld to insist in 
the Loan Agreement that if the 
British felt they. could not , afford 
Virginian tobacco they must also cut 
down their purchases of Rhodesian 
tobacco. For what was the 
consequence? 


The British were impeded In re- 
establishing thelr old, natural trade 
associations, And by falling to buy 
where they could afford'to buy they 
spread depression where they need 
not do so. Who could possibly benc- 
fit from such grotesque conduct? 
Certainly not the United States. 


There is a danger that a highly 
coloured article such as Look has 
published may disguise the: real 
Issue. It Is not whether Britain Js 

_going to live or dic, It is ‘whether, 
Britain 4s going to recover the casy 
way or the hard way. 


Mostly, the decision rests with the 
United States. But if it is to be the 
hard way, Jet us be clear that Britain 
will not be travelling that road 
alone. Among her companions be- 
fore the end of the trail is reached 
will be the United States of America.

Bread prices, meanwhile, must he 
lowered, he sald.
